Israel 
and Babylonian Jewry, they 
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tell us, existed independently 
side by side on a basis of full 
national and spiritual com- 
munity, why then cannot Is- 
rael and American Jewry do 
the same and on a similar 
basis? There is no need to 
consider the parallel too close- 
ly in order to discover 
speciousness. Eabylonian Jew- 
ry pursued a way of life in 
no way similar to that of their 
neighbours; they neither spoke 
their tongue nor adopted their 
customs. It was this autonomy 
which precipitated the canons 
of Hebrew law and justice 
which later crystallized into 
the Talmud. On the other 
hand, the tongues ‘(Hebrew 
and Aramaic) of Babylonian 
Jewry were the spoken lian- 
guage of the Jews in Israel 
And lastly, for as long as the 
State existed and the Temple 
stood, Jerusalem was the re- 
cognized centre of feligion 
and the highest spiritual au- 
thority. All of which ‘Is very 
far from being part of the 
reality of American Jewry to-

between State and Diaspora is 
a completely new one, ane 
that requires special forms to 
ensure that the two bodies do 
not drift apart completely.

“Poisoned Relations.” the 
pew volume by Simenon. 
transiated hy Goeffrey Sains- 
bury. contains two long-short 
stories — the first a typical 
Simenon Gemi-mystery, the 
second a study of family hat- 
red that might have been writ- 
ten by Mauriac. “Monsieur La 
Souris’ will be familiar to 
Bnglish readers as it was from 
this stery the «reat Raimu 
made his lest film. Those who 
remember ‘the iarge figure 
under the dilapidated wum- 
brelia wil! find difficulty in 
displacing ‘t in their imagina- 
tien with the original M. La 
Sourts hers drawn — a Iit- 
the old men. short enc scragay, 
with a ginger beard turning 
white. Raimu wore a seedy

A Grim Story 

This fantastic tramp, whe- 
ther on the screen or page, !s 
one of Simenon’s best crea- 
Gioms and the series of mis- 
haps that bring a fortune with- 
in. then snatch it from. the old 
fellow'’s grasp. are merely an 
excuse for presenting us to La 
Souris himectf. For this rea- 
son it scarcely matters that 
the mystery of the murder— 
carefully Duilt up though it is 
from the moment La Souris 
opens the door of a car _graw- 
ing up at the kerb and finds 
the driver. apparently the only 
occupant, stabbed in the chest 


A grim story indeed. 
“Poisoned Relations” takes 
place inside one of those 
French provincial houscholds 
where distrust and ha‘red 
cling like dust to every crack 
and corner of the rooms. Here 
the origin of this wretched at- 
mosphere is Mathilde who. the 
reverse of those who need 
someone to love. cannot live 
without an enemy to hate 
She has found an early victim 
in her thusband Emmanuel. 
partner of an arranged mar- 
riege who realized ‘too late 
that he really loved her sister 
Poldine. The marriage. un- 
known to Mathilde. has deve- 
loped into a mé@nage @ trois. 
and she. discovering that her 
sister's daughter Sophie is 
aiso Emmenuel’s, eventually 
drives her husband to suicide 
Rut first he has had some wiid 
plen to poison the whole fa- 
mily with arsenic so they 
might die together 


Their father dead, Mathilde’s 
children turn from her; Gene- 
vieve, a mystic, wills herself 
to die to avenge her father: 
Jacques marries an unsuitable 
girl and gives himself up to a 
life of drunken gaije*ty in which 
Sophie joins. The two sisters 
are deserted in their large 
house. Mathilde, growing old, 
realizes that now there is only 
Poldine left to distrust. Pol- 
dine has found arsenic in Em- 
manuel's room. What has she 
done with Ht? What might 
she do? “And the hatred grew 
all the thicker. al] the heavier, 
all the murkier, all the richer, 
now that it was, so to speak, 
cramped for space.” 

Not a vintage Simenon, but 
a good one — and anyway, to

Ag to the com- 
binations of such words, many 
of them appear arbitrary in 
the highest degree; the same 
applies to the explanation of 
grammatical forms such as the 
Hitpa’el.

guage of the Pentateuch itself 
is waved aside by the author 
who claims that in every case 
the word had different hiero- 
giyphic connotations, a claim 
which looks suspiciousiy like 
begging the question. Inciden- 
tally, the whole thesis that the 
acript of the Pentateuch is not 
phonetic but hieroglyphic is 
disproved by the simple fact 
that the text contains numer- 
ous names of foreign countries 
and peopies, which are un- 
doubtediy written phonetically, 
quite apart from the other 
fact that no known system of 
hicerogiyphts is based upon so 

limiied a number of signs. 
While any attempt to ex- 
plain the phenomena of a lan- 
guage in all their complexity 
by @me principle nmrust be con- 
sidered as fundamentally er- 
roneous, the hieroglyphic ex- 
planation of many primitive 
words may not be entirely un- 
founded. In this respect, the 
author is the first to have at- 
tempted an entirely ne® ap- 
proach the problem. But 
any fur investigation along 
these iines should be made 
with extreme caution, avoid- 
ing al) generalizations, how- 
ever tempting they might be.
